Receives  2.2M  Volts  When  Electric

Last  Friday  morning  at  7:30  o'clock,

"More  Scrubs  Wanted." 

Although  there  is  an  average  of 
fifty  men  or  more,  on  the  field  every 
evening,  donlt  think  that  the  coaches 
are  satisfied  with  that  number — they 
are  not — there  is  always  room  for 
more,  and  with  a  student  body  num- 
bering eight  huddred,  we  should  cer- 
tainly turn  out  a  squad  of  one  hundred 
men,  at  least.    The  larger  the  squad, 
the  better  will  be  the  scrub  team;  and 
the  better  the  scrub,  the  better  the 
varsity.    With  very  few  exceptions, 
every  varsity  man,  of  any  team,  has 
worked  from  the  ranks  of  the  lowest 
scrub.   Because  a  man  is  light,  or  be- 
cause hit  knowledge  of  the  game  is 
limited,  is  no  reason  why  he  should 
not  he  out  for  the  team;  the  man  that 
makes  good  is  the  one  that  is  gritty, 


determined,  not  a  quitter,  and  above 
all,  he  is  the  one  that  has  the  true 
Auburn  spirit.  It  is  true  that  the  life 
of  a  scrub  is  not  an  ideal  one;  he  is 
knocked  and  bumped  by  the  varsity 
yelled  at  and  hooted  by  the  coach: 
gets  little  credit  and  no  honor  for  his 
work,  but  he  has  the  consolation  of 
knowing  that  he  has  helped  hammer 
varsity  into  shape  and  that  probably 
in  the  course  of  a  year  or  two,  he 
shall  be  charging  with  the  varsity,  in- 
stead of  the  scrubs,  and  then  it  is  that 
he  feels  repaid  for  the  time  he  Ins 
spent  on  the  scrubs.

Each  of  these  institutions 
recently  seemed  appropriations  and  1 
now  have  their  buildings  erected 
While  perhaps  so  much  is  not  being 
said  about  it  as  at  one  time,  the  pros- 
pects for  a  building  at  Auburn  are 
brighter  than  ever  before.  How  soon 
it  comes  will  depend  almost  entirely 
on  the  interest  and  enthusiasm  the 
student  body  has  In  the  project. 
Equipment  for  this  Year. 

This  year  a  larger  undertaking  has 
been  assumed  than  has  heretofore 
been  attempted  by  the  Association 
and  the  sole  object  of  it  is  to  serve 
the  interests  of  Auburn  men.  No 
small  sum  is  being  expended  in  in- 
stalling shower  baths  which  are  now 
ready  for  use,  and  in  furnishing  the 
rooms,  to  say  nothing  of  the  increase 
of  running  expense.  Subscriptions 
have  been  entered  for  a  dozen  of  the 
best  magazines  and  four  of  the  lead- 
ing daily  papers.  Thru  the  kindness 
of  the  Orange  and  Blue  Board  the 
college  exchanges  will  be  placed  on 
the  reading  table.  A  number  of 
games  including  two  good  carrom 
boards  and  a  crokinole  board  have 
been  provided  and  other  games  will 
be  added  later.  The  room  over  Mr. 
Burton's  store  will  be  kept  quiet  for 
the  benefit  of  the  men  who  wish  to 
study.  Men  who  board  at  a  distance 
from  the  college  will  find  this  a  con- 
venient place  for  this  purpose.
